The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant has 
perfected priority to obviate most of the references. The applicant is correct in that the rejections 
over Harigaya et al. did not exemplify the case where the Ga was present in a larger amount that 
the Ge. The applicant has data in figures 5 and 7 that evidences that the jitter is reduced for larger 
numbers of overwrites when Mn is present for high recording rates. JP 2002-096560 teaches 
toward the addition of other elements, such as N,Bi,Sn,Si,Al,Li,Se,Se,Cr,Ag, and the secondary 
reference does not reasonably establish the equivalence or superiority of Mn over these or 
address the effects evidenced in the cited figures.
